1 referred your memorandum eatitled “Eanctione for Violation of 
Security Provisions of Executive Order 10501 te oar Offica of Geaeral 
Counsel! fer review. Their comments are est forth below: 


“We agres that paragraph A, which recommeads that 
the existing language authorizing dieciplinary action ageiast 
federal amployecs who make cnauthoriend disclosure cf 
eiaseified material, be retaised sebstantially intact.” 


“Ae te criminal sanctions, we agres that 1f 9.9.C, 
743({b) should be amended so that disclosare of classified 
information to any unauthorized parson would be a crime. 
Hewever, we stroagly disagrees with the suggestion that 
thers be added the requireseat that the classification 
aesigned must have been sither Secret or Top Secret. 
Execetive Order 10501, ia defining the various classi- 
fications, simply grades them as to seriousness of 
injury te the UVaited States, and unauthorized digcle- 
sure, even at the Confidential level, ie defined ia 
terms of seme injury te the United States. If as 
tajury will result from unaathorized actions, we 
beliowa there should be criminal sanctions. It is 
of taterest that in the Scarbeck case ona of the three 
documents iavelved was Confidential and the other 
twe were Sec rat,” 
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“We particularly agree with the draft's suggestion 
that any ameadment go forward in the Department of 
Justice's repert on the Brows Cormmission proposals 
early next year.” 


"Ie the Agency's memoraodum to Mr. Rehnavist of 

20 August 1971, there was included {a the attachments a 
prepesal for an injunction preceediag. This proposal is 
eabstantially based on 42 U.9.C. 2280, which authorizes 
injunction proceedings where the Atemic Energy Corm- 
miasion bolisves there is a violation cr threatencd 
viatation ef the Atomic Energy Act with respect to 
disclesere of Restricted Data. We believe that 2 
eimtiar injenction authority should be avatiable for 
any vielation of laws relating to disclosure of classi - 
fied information. t The New York Times aad thy 

ghisaten Fost cases, several of the epinioas pointed 
te the tnek of a statute anthorixing the injanction which 
the Government was savkiag. ~
